Roosevelt swore, that It was essential 
to protect big business Interests, be­ 
cause unless they were protected they 
would uot make contributions to the 
party failing to protect them aud thut. 
without such contributions It was Im­ 
possible to carry on the organization. 
Without 
organization 
leaders 
aud 
bosses, the former president quoted 
Mr. Barnes as saying, purty govern­ 
ment would be impossible. 
Colonel Roosevelt also quoted Mr. 
Barnes as telling him that “the peo­ 
ple itre not fit to govern themselves. 
They have got to be governed by the 
party organization ami you cannot 
run an organization, you cannot have 
leaders, uuless you have money.”

Barnes and conversations he had with 
both these men on various occasions.

Roosevelt

counsel for both shies, offered sug­ 
gestions und entered Into a discussion 
of more than one point with Justice 
William S. Andrews, presiding, whom 
he addressed us "Judge.” 
He was en­ 
tirely at his ease in the witness chair. 
He stretched hts arms over the huck 
ol his chair, crossed first one leg aud 
then the other und adjusted and re 
adjusted hts glasses from time to 
time. 
He cut nil his words off shortly, ex­ 
cept when he mentioned the name of 
Mr. Barnes. 
He drew out the nume 
of hts opponent and put a peculiar 
pronounciathm upon the last syllable 
Spectators said that every time he 
mentioned the name of Mr. Barnes 
they were reminded of the noise made 
by a pebble dropping Into a pool of 
stilt water.
